Of Raising of Goals 


A caravan of eighty automobiles 
drove past Catete Palace on April 
16 and was greeted by President 
Kubitschek. The line of cars was 
made up of eighty passenger auto- 
mobiles produced by the Bandeira 
DKW-Vemag in their Sao Paulo 
plant and had been react from 
the Paulista capital to salute the 
Chief Executive. 

Crowd Cheers 

When the caravan came into the 
view of the thousands of specta- 
tors who surrounded the Presi- 
dential Palace, cheers went up in 
recognition of the fact that here 
were the first Brazilian mass- 
produced passenger cars to arrive 
in quantity in Rio de Janeiro. Also 
present were the Minister of 
Transport and Ambassador Ama- 
ral Peixoto. 

To commemorate the event 
President Kubitschek had words 
of praise for both the manufac- 


turing company and the cars 
themselves. “The appearance of 
these passenger vehicles, which 


have come off a Brazilian assem- 
bly line and made of parts largely 
manufactured in our own plants, 
is another step in the direction of 
the goals which we have set for 
the Nation in the next few years 
among the large producing na- 
tions and in the automobile busi- 
ness.” 
Source of Pride 

He spoke with great satisfac- 
tion of the progress of the auto- 
mobile industry as one of the 
strongest sources of pride of his 
administration. He pointed to the

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New Norms for Classifying Cocoa Beans in Effect

The Regulations Established 
Begin with °58-59 Crop; 


Also Other Cocoa News 


President Kubitschek has just 
signed a decree covering the 
classification of cocoa beans for 
export and establishing new norms 
for the supervision of the com- 
modity. The decree specifies the 
following types: 1. Superior 2. 
Good 3. Regular 4. Rejects. 

For the purpose of the estab- 
lished specifications, impurities 
will be all foreign substances, and 
defects will be considered all that 
will contribute to lacerations and 
damages of the cocoa beans. These 
norms refer to the 1958-59 crop 
but must obligatorily be reviewed 
in future years in March up to 
1961 so as to reduce the percent- 
age limits of the defects. 

Annual Export Data 

Comparative figures on the ex- 
port of cocoa by Brazil for 1957 
and 1956 have also just been is- 
sued. In 1957 Brazil exported 
241,800,000 pounds of cocoa beans, 
showing a slight decrease of 12.8 
per cent in quantity when com- 
pared with 1956. The increase in 
price of the bean is indicated in 
the rise in total value. Shipments 
in 1957 were valued at US$69,700,- 
000 as against US$67,200,000 in 
1956. 

More cocoa butter, however, was 
shipped in 1957. In the year just 
passed 32,800,000 pounds of cocoa 
butter were shipped as against 
26,200,000 pounds in 1956. In dol- 
lar amounts there was an increase 
of 86.1 per cent. 

Cocoa to Be Short 

Dealers in the field believe that 
the market still faces a reduced 
cocoa supply, at least until late 


this year. The Food and Agricul- |

only 747,000 metric tons. This is 
154,000 tons less than in the pre- 
ceding season and is also well un- 
der estimates that world consump- 
tion in the calendar year 1957 
was about 882,000 tons.

The question has been asked 
many times where the huge con- 
struction project of Brasilia, the 
Nation’s new capital being built 
in central Goias, is getting its 
manpower in view of the tradi- 


tional “‘falta de bracos’”’, or labor 


shortage, in the interior of Brazil. 


Various Answers 


The answer is to be found in 
several different facts. The first is 
the love of adventure which Bra- 
zilians have inherited from the 
early Portuguese explorers and 
settlers, which has a tendency io 
remind them of adventure in the 
West. Many of the young workers 
in Brasilia are natives of the 


large cities of the country who 


| were spurred by the love of adven- 





ture and better wages to go to 
work on the new project. 

Professional personnel, such as 
engineers, architects, draftsmen, 
surveyors and others naturally 
have been attracted by the long- 
term assignments, foreseeing 
growth even beyond the 1960 dedi- 
cation date. Prime contractors 
have, of course, brought their 
staffs with them from wherever 
the seat of their operations hap- 
pens to be. 


Unskilled Labor Source 


Now a new source of unskilled 


[labor has been opened up. The 


Northeastern part of Brazil, which 
is known as the drought polygon, 
is having even less than its tradi- 
tional small rainfall, prompting 
its uneasy population to migrate. 
Many of the residents of the 
Northeast are moving to Brasilia, 


| where opportunities for jobs and 


permanent living conditions of a 
heretofore unknown to 
them, seem available. 

After some rehabilitation they 
are quickly absorbed into the cur- 
rent labor force. They are espe- 
cially good workers in that need 
and the experience in fighting a 
stern and ungenerous Nature has 
taught them to improvise with the 
materials at hand.

To 
convert cruzeiros to dollars, con- 
sult the foreign exchange column 
of the daily newspaper. 

Citizens of the United States 
who are entertainers, commercial 
travelers or individuals under con- 
tract for specified employment 
may work for pay in Brazil with 
a temporary visa. Employers are 
permitted to engage aliens locally 
only if they have permanent visas. 
To obtain a permanent visa an 
alien must prove to the satisfac- 
tion of a Brazilian consular officer 
in the United States that he is in 
a position to maintain himself and 
dependent upon him and 
that he is free from communicable

disease. 

It is not advisable to go to Bra- 
zil with a temporary visa, hoping 
to change to a permanent status. 
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You to Live in Brazil... 





Documents Necessary 


A tourist entering Brazil is re- | 
quired to have a valid passport, 
a health certificate, a certificate of 
smallpox vaccination, four photo- 


graphs and a letter in duplicate 
from the individual’s bank or 
other recognized organization sta- 
ting that he has sufficient funds 
for his maintenance in Brazil. In 
the case of a family traveling to- 
gether, only the head of the family 
needs this last. No consular visa 
is required for a visit of thirty 


days or less. 
For more or less permanent res- 
idence in Brazil, an_ individual 
must have, in addition to the re- 
quirements for tourists, a consular 
visa and a document proving he 
has employment in Brazil. 
Scientific or artistic expeditions 
to Brazil and visits by scientists, 
artists and motion picture direc- 
tors and actors are subject to 
special requirements as set forth 
in Circular No. 2637 of January 
10, 1957. This

Temporary Visitors 
Temporary visitors to Brazil 
need neither consular invoice nor 
visaed inventory for their bag- 
gage. They may bring in free of 
duty their used personal clothing 
and jewelry and portable goods, 
such as camera, binoculars, type- 
writers, sewing machine (but only 
one of each item and only for 
personal use and not for resale) 
and used toys, books, manuscripts, 
family pictures, household linen 
when monogramed and showing 
clear signs of use, all in quanti- 
ties to meet the reasonable re- 
quirements of the owner. 

Unaccompanied baggage must 
arrive within three months after 
the entry of the traveler. The 
same customs apply 
whether the baggage accompanies 
the traveler or not.

Permanent Visas 

Persons entering Brazil with a 
permanent visa may bring in their 
furniture, carpets, refrigerator, 
television set, phonograph, wash- 
ing machine and so forth without 
an import license, provided the 
owner can show receipted bills or 
other acceptable evidence that 
they have been in his possession 
for at least six months. Perma- 
nent entrants may bring in all 
the items allowed those coming on 
temporary visa but linens and 
tableware may be in somewhat 
larger supply. 

Articles obviously unused and 
of more than nominal value are 
admitted only with prior import 
license and payment of custom 
duties. Family pets, such as dogs 
and cats, may be admitted with 
a certificate of good health from 
an authorized veterinarian in the 
country of origin. Dogs are re- 
quired to have a certificate of vac- 
cination against rabies; parrots 
and parakeets, a certificate of 
freedom from psittacosis. 


The Family Car 
Temporary visitors to Brazil 
may bring an automobile when 
covered by a document issued by 
an internationally recognized au- 
tomobile club guaranteeing the re- 
exportation of the car at the time 


| the owner leaves the country. The 


sale of a car admitted into Brazil 
for a temporary period is pro- 
hibited. 
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A family transferring its res-| 
idence to Brazil may enter with| 
one automobile, the original value | 
of which was not more than $3,500 | 
which has been owned and used 
by the family for at least six 
months prior to entry into the 
country. Bill of sale, registration 
certificate and certificate of title, 
if available, must be submitted. 
In addition it is necessary to sup- 
ply a consular invoice to be visaed 
by the Brazilian consulate, and to 
present the original bill of sale 
and registration certificate. Since 
customs clearance of an automo- 
bile usually requires a longer time 
than that for ordinary baggage, 
the car should be shipped on a 
separate bill of lading. 


Cost of Living Data 

Concerning the cost of living in 
Brazil, the information § given 
herewith represents a general sur- 
vey. Local conditions may vary 
considerably from the yardstick 
offered here. 

A large percentage of North 
Americans living in Rio de Ja- 
neiro, Sao Paulo and other major 
lives in apartments since 
rarely available for 


cities 
houses are 
rent, being owner-occupied. Real 
estate agents and the use of the 
classified advertising sections of 
daily newspapers are both help- 
ful in finding living quarters. 
Hotel accommodations are usu- 
ally available, but travelers should 
telegraph for reservations several 
days in advance of arrival. Reser- 
vations are difficult to obtain dur- 
ing the carnival season and when 
other special events are held. 


Hotel Rates 

Prices for rooms with bath at 
the better hotels of Rio de Janeiro 
and Sao Paulo are about the same. 
Average minimum rates in March 
1957, in cruzeiros per day, were 
as follows: single, 350 to 450; 
double, 550 to 650; suites, 1,000. 
Prices of meals at hotels serving 
carte and in other restau- 
rants ranged from 100 to 175 
for lunch and from 150 to 350 for 
dinner. 

In the city of Salvador, State 
of Bahia, hotel rates as of 
October 1956, ranged from 250 to

350 a day for single rooms and 
from 320 to 550 a day for double 
rooms, including breakfast. Other 


meals cost about 125 cruzeiros 





each. Rates at boarding houses 
ranged from 150 to 180 cruzeiros 
a day for room and board.

Automobiles are very popular in Sao Paulo, as the above photograph 
indicates. North Americans find the geography of the city of Sao 
Paulo much like that of their home town and prefer to live in one of 
the many newly developed subdivisions away from the heart of the 
city. For this reason bringing a car to Brazil can be a great con- 
venience. The city fathers of Sao Paulo are at present wrestling with 
the municipal traffic problem and are instituting new regulations for 
the safety and convenience of both pedestrians and drivers.

Light weight clothing is suit- 
able in Rio de Janeiro and the rest 
of the central area of Brazil most 
of the year and average weight is 
desirable for the cooler months. 
In the North tropical weight 
clothing is appropriate all year 
’round, but in Sao Paulo and the 
southernmost states woolen suits 
and topcoats are required from 
May through October. 

Normal clothing needs can be 
met locally. Women’s shoes with 
American lasts are hard to find. 
Readymade clothes are generally 
expensive.

For 50 or 60 cruzeiros 
a man’s suit can be dry cleaned. 

If at all possible a family plan- 
ning an extended stay in Brazil 
should bring its own furnishings.

refrigerator, 39,500; an automatic 
washing machine, 29,750. 

Servants are available in Brazil 
at relatively moderate wages, but 
they are not always adequately 
trained. Houses and apartments 
regularly include servants’ quar- 
ters. Employers supply board and 
medical attention. A couple living 
modestly can manage with a com- 
bination cook-maid, with perhaps 
a part-time laundress. Monthly 
wages for domestic servants are 
as follows: cook, best normally 
available, 3,500 to 5,000 cruzeiros; 
cook, average, 2,000 to 3,000; 
cookmaid, average ability, 2,000 to 
3,000; nursemaid, 1,800 to 3,500; 
maid, 1,800 to 2,500; laundress, 
part-time, 700 to 900. 


Entertainment 

If an employee is expected to 
entertain, a liberal allowance 
should be made for the additional 
expense, since entertainment costs 
are about as they are in a large 
city in the United States. 

Brazilian cigars and cigarettes 
are moderate in price and of good 
quality. Imported tobacco prod- 
ucts are difficult to obtain and cost 
about twice their prices in the 
United States. 

Services such as _ tailoring, 
dressmaking and shoe repairing 
are generally available, of satis- 
factory quality and _ reasonably 
priced. 

Prices of regular gasoline, in 
January 1957, were fixed between 
5.32 and 6.68 cruzeiros a liter 
(slightly more than a quart) in 
the principal cities of Brazil. Pre- 
mium gasoline, to be had only in 
Santos and Sao Paulo, cost 7.46 
and 7.52 cruzeiros a liter respec- 
tively in those cities. 


Business Hours 
Offices and retail stores are open 
for business between the hours of 
8 or 9 a.m. and 5 or 6 p.m., Mon- 
day through Saturday, although 


some close at noon or at 1 p.m. 


on Saturdays. The noon-hour clos- 
ing is commonly practiced in many

Residents of Brazil declaring | 
an annual income of more than 
60,000 cruzeiros and corporations 
declaring more than 150,000 cru- 
zeiros pay an income tax. The tax 
payable by individuals is divided 
into two rates, a “proportional” 
rate, varying with the source of 
revenue and calculated on the 
total net revenue in each category, 
and a “progressive” rate, im- 
posed on the total net income re- 
ceived from the various categories, 
minus allowable deductions. The 
rates applicable in the various 
-ategories range from two to ten 
per cent. The rates of the pro- 
gressive tax on individual incomes 
range from three per cent on net 
incomes between 60,000 and 90,000 
cruzeiros to fifty per cent on net 
incomes exceeding three million 
cruzeiros. 

The most important State taxes 
affecting individuals are inherit- 
ance and gift taxes, sales and con- 
signment tax, property transfer 
tax and rural land tax. Munici- 
palities levy a license tax, pro- 
fessions and industries tax, real 





property tax and amusement tax. 


Health Controls 


Sanitation and health controls 
are generally satisfactory in most 
of Brazil’s larger cities, especially 
in the more temperate climate of 
the South. In some localities, par- 
ticularly in the interior, it is ad- 
visable to boil drinking water or 
to buy bottled water, especially 
for young children. In general, 
water is filtered. Special precau- 
tions are generally observed in 
consuming milk and fresh vege- 
tables because of the danger of 
intestinal parasites. Pasteurized 
milk is available. 

Satisfactory medical service 
and hospital care are to be had in 
most of the larger cities. Fees are 
about what they are in the United 
States and vary to some extent 
in accordance with the ability to 
pay. Domestically produced drugs 
and pharmaceuticals are available 
in wide variety, but imported pre- 
parations are relatively expensive 
and may be difficult to obtain. 

The religion of Brazil is Roman 
Catholic. Churches of other de- 
nominations may be found in most 
larger cities, some of which hold 
services in English.

Books, periodicals and news- 


papers in English and other lan- 
guages are available in major 
cities. The larger stores and 
hotels usually have one or more 
English-speaking employees. 


Car Useful 

Buses or streetcars are op- 
erated in the larger cities. Taxi- 
cabs are numerous and fairly rea- 
sonable. In spite of the difficulties 
in bringing a private car into 
Brazil, an automobile is a great 
convenience. Regularly scheduled 
air transport service connects 
most of the population centers 
and is recommended for regional 
travel. Bus and railroad facilities 
are useful for shorter trips. 

Automobile insurance, not com- 
pulsory but highly desirable, costs 
about double the rates in the 
United States. Possession of an 
international driver’s license, 
valid for one year, makes a local 
driver’s license unnecessary. For- 
eigners who have entered with a 
permanent visa must obtain a 
driver’s license, issued on the 
basis of a driving test. 

Air mail service between the 
United States and Brazil is 
rapid and efficient. Telephone and
